8.) becauſe of the hard- 
neſs of their hearts; but from the beginning it was not ſo : In the 
beginning all was in the order, before the hardneſs of heart, be- 
fore the putting away Was ; and until men be brought to the Be.

Appearance of Chriſt, which God hath freely given, to lead out 
of the Fall, into the Beginning, where there is no breach of theſe 
leaſt Commandments, where there is no cauſe for women to ſue 
for Alli:ony, or, a maintenance, being put away ; which I have 
ſeen amongſt moſt Religions ( ſo called ) and a ſore evil, and 
ſurely the Lotd hath ſeen it. Again, 

Ye have heard that it hath been ſaid by them of old time, Thou ſhalt 
not forſwear thy ſelf, but ſhalt perform unto the Lord thine Oaths : 
here, in the old time, Forſwearing was forbidden, although now 
commonly practiſed by men of many degrees ; but when they 
ſwore,it was to be done n Truth,in Fudgment,and Righteouſneſs, 
and to be performed as it was told by them of old time: But now 
in the new time, when he appeared, in whom dwelt the fulneſs 
of the Godhead bodily ; (for ſo it did not inthe old time, until 
Chriſt took upon him the form of a ſervant, and declared what 
he had heard of the Father ) / ſay unto you, (mark the word { you] 
that is,to his Diſciples, who did hear and learn, and were taught 
of him) Swear not at all, neither by Heaven, for it is God's Threne; 
xor by the Earth, &c. for ſo the cuſtom of the Jews was to ſwear, 
by Heaven, and Earth, and other creatures : Yet, although they 
had degenerated from the true manner of Swearing, in the old 
time,yet they were bound to perform unto the Lord their Oaths., 
and what they had ſworn; that ſo their yea might be yea, in truth, 
So it was one thing here, to command the Ditciples not to ſwear 
at all, but that their yea, ſhould be yea, and their nay, nay; they 
ſhould ſpeak truth, and perform what they ſpake, whether it 
were yea or nay, in all things, without ſwearing ; as the other 
were in the old time, by ſwearing, which he,who was before the 
old time, puts an end to, and gives forth his Laws, Statutes and 
Commandments, which were not grievous to them, neither to 
us ; but to you, OPriefts, Lawyers, and People, they are grie- 
vous : And as one man faith, ( without great caution, rather 
pernitious than uſeful : Oh rhou Aztichriſt, that exalteſt thy ſelf 
above the Commandments of Chriſt. and wouldſt limit theſe leaſt Com- 
mandments of the Holy One, and ſo break them, and teach to break: 
them : Surely thox ſhalt be called the leaſt in the Kingdom of Hea- 
ves.) And another thing, when Chriſt Jeſus the Lord, reproves 
the Phariſees in Matth.23.16., where he reproveth them ſharp- 
ly, and calls them {ind gnides, and wo was ro them, and they

were fools, becauſe when they (wore, they made a diſtin&ion of 
Oaths ; as if one ſwore by the Gold of the Temple,he was # deb- 
tor, and bound to-perform, bur if by the Temple, it was nothing : 
So here Chriſt updraids and reproves ſharply their Forſwearing, 
tetting them to ſee their ignorance ; that if they were debtors, 
and bound to perform, when they ſwore by the Gold, and by the 
Sacrifice on the Altar, how much more were they bound to per- 
form when they ſwore by the Temple, which was greater, and 
ſanified the Gold, and where God dwelt? and fo by the A. 
tar, becauſe it was greater, and ſanRified that which was on ir. 
And ſo Fames the Servant of God, (Fam. 5.12.) excludes all 
Swearing whatſoever, ſaying, eAbove all things, my Brethren, 
Swear Not, neither by Heaven, nor Earth, ner by any other Oath ; 
and ſheweth the reaſon why, /ef ye fall into Condemnation : for 
he knew certainly, that Chriſt, the Light, would condemn them Toh, ; 
for the breach of theſe his leaſt Commandments. And ſopeo- 1g, 
ple; your Prieſts and Teachers tell you, you cannot live with- 
out Swearing, and breaking the Commandments of Chriſt the 
Judge of the World : Burt 1n the fear of the Lord of Heaven 
and Earth, I have better Counſel for you, and if you were wiſe, 
you would try ; (thatis) Turn your minds to that of God in 
your Conſciences, which checks you, and reproves you when 
you do amiſs ; that is the Light of Chriſt, that 1s the appearance Eph. 5. 
of Chriſt in the Love of the Father unto every one of you ; this 13. 
Will lead you into the Fear of God, and teach you, if you give 
up to believe in it, and to be guided by it, :oforſake nngodlineſs, Tit.2: 
and to live ſoberly in this world ; it will teach you to do unto all 12. 
men, as you wonld have all men do unto you, in all things ; if you 
owe any thing to any man, it will teach-you to pay ; and then 
there will be no ſtrife, nor need of ſwearing to end ſtrife ; and 
then you could live one by another in quietneſs, but now you. 
cannot 3: for an Oppreflor will take away all you have, and give 
you nothing for it; and if you go to ask for your own, he hath a 
tick in Law to defraud you, and he will get men to ſwear, and 
break the Commandments of Jeſus Chriſt, and ſo you dare ne- 
ver ask again for your own, your righr, your inheritance.
